Here we will answer, mainly, 
the two great heresies; first, that 
Christ is a created being, not God 
in human form; and second, we 
are saved by works. 


I. The Literal Deity of 
Christ As Jehovah- 
God 


These zealous people believe 
that somewhere in the ages long 
ago our Lord was created as a 
spirit, later became flesh, and 
walked this earth. Of all their er- 
roneous doctrines, this is the most 
harmful. For if one is incorrect 
in his attitude toward the person 
of Jesus Christ, he will naturally 
be faulty in all of his interpreta- 
tion of the Scripture. 

The eternity of the Lord Jesus 
is foundational. When the founda- 
tion of a building is unreliable,

READ: Job 20:4-29 


“This 1s the portion of aw 


icked man from God, and the 


heritage appointed unto him by God.’’—Job 20:29. 


This text has certainly im- 
pressed my own heart and mind. If 
you want to know what the por- 
tion of the wicked is, and how it 
is going to turn out with unsaved 
people, and what they need to ex- 
pect and what is going to happen 
to them, just read Job _ chapter 
20. This chapter tells the unsaved 
person what to expect from God. 
They may not think it is from 
God, but it is. 


The book of Job is the oldest 
book in the Bible. The book of 
Genesis is the first book, but it 
is not the oldest. The book of Job, 
is believed by all Bible scholars 
to be not only the oldest book 
in the Bible, but the oldest piece of 
literature of any kind that we 
know anything about. 

Job is a wonderful old book. If 
I could persuade you to read the 
book of Job, prayerfully, through 
and through, it would be the 
greatest thing that ever happened 
to you. This book answers one 
question that you will never have 
answered in any other way. It is a 
question that somewhere in life 
you are going to want the answer 
to, with all your heart. It is 
the answer to the question, Why 
do good people suffer? You may 
not want to know the answer to 
this question right now. This day 
may find you without a problem 
or a burden. But I guarantee you, 
if this Bible is true, and if experi- 
ence is worth anything, somewhere 
along the journey of life, with all 
your soul, in deep travail to God,

Jesus said, “After this manner therefore pray ye: Our 


Father which art in heaven .. 


- (Matt. 6:9). Now does 


Jesus mean that every person on earth is a child of God? 
Is God the Father of us all? Are all of us spiritually brothers? 
Those are serious questions and I will answer them tonight 
by God’s grace from the Word of God. 


I. The Fatherhood of God 
First of all, tonight I speak on 


-the Fatherhood of God. Is God 


the Father of all men on earth? 
1.God Is the Father of Jesus Christ 
A most important, wonderful 
truth for us is that God is literally 
the Father of our Lord Jesus 


‘Christ. When the angel came to 
Mary, as recorded in Luke, chap-, 


ter 1, he said, “The Holy Ghost 
shall come -upon thee, and. . 
that holy thing which shall be 
born of thee shall be called the 
Son of God.” Jesus is literally the 
Son of God. By a miracle, the 
Holy Spirit of God came upon a 
virgin girl, a woman who had no 
husband, a woman who knew not 


a man, and conceived in her womb 
this holy child Jesus. And Jesus 
came into this world a Son of God; 
a son of the woman, but not a 
son of any human father. By a 
miracle of God, Jesus Christ was 
born; and He is God in person, 
and the Son of God. 

The Scripture takes this up in 
Hebrews, the first xchapter. 


“God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, Hath in these last 
re spoken unto us by his Son 

"Heb. 1:1, 2a. 
Ada again, verse 5, 


“For unto which of the 
angels said he at any time, Thou 
art my Son, [quotation from the 
Second Psalm| this day have 
I begotten thee? And again, I 
will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son?” 


And that means Jesus is to be 
worshipped as God. 


-| Verse 6 says, 


“And again, when he bringeth 
in the firstbegotten into the 
world, he saith,.And let all the 
angels of God worship him.”

Beloved, it seems a sad thing 
that every day must die and be 
followed by a night. When we have 
seen the hills clad with verdure 
to their summit, and the seas 
laving their base with a silver 
glory; when we have stretched 
our eye far away, and have seen 
the widening prospect full of love- 
liness and beauty, we have felt 
sad that the sunlight should ever 
set upon such a scene, and that 
so much beauty should be shroud- 
ed in the oblivion of darkness. 


But how much reason have we 
to bless God for nights, for if it 
were not for nights how much of 
beauty never would be discovered. 
Never should I have considered

the heavens, the work of thy fing- 
ers, O my God, if thou hadst not 
first covered the sun with a thick 
mantle of darkness: the moon and 
the stars, which thou hast or- 
dained, had never been bright in 
mine eyes, if thou hadst not hid- 
den the light of the sun and bid- 
den him retire within the curtains 
of the west. Night seems to be 
the great friend of the stars: they 
must be all unseen by eyes of 
men, were they not set in the foil 
of darkness. 


It is even so with winter. We 
might feel sad that all the flow- 
ers of summer must die and all 
the fruits of autumn must be 
gathered into their storehouse; 
that every tree must be stripped 
and that all the fields must lose 
their fair flowers. But were it 
not for winter, we should never 
see the glistening crystals of the 
snow; we should never behold the 
beauteous festoons of the icicles 
that hang from the eaves. Much 
of God’s marvelous miracles of 
hoar frost must have been hidden 
from us, if it had not been for 
the cold chill of winter, which, 
when it robs us of one beauty, 
gives us another—when it takes 
away the emerald of verdure, it 
gives us the diamond of ice—-when 
it casts from us the bright rubies 
of the flowers, it gives us the 
fair, white ermine of snow. 

Well now, translate these two 
ideas, and you will see why it

Sometimes my excuse 
for idleness is tiredness, or a 
headache, but just as likely the

In all of our churches there ig 
a common problem; never enough 
people to do the work that needs 
to be done. If Sunday school 
classes grew and prospered without 
much lesson preparation, without 
any visitation or prayer or hard 
work, then we would all be Sunday 
school teachers. If a choir could 
sing melodiously and Spirit-in- 
spired without sacrifice of tima 
and effort and without a willing- 
ness to train carefully regardless 
of personal glory, then all our 
churches would -have marvelous 
choirs. 

We whimper 
that we do not have enough 
“trained” or “qualified’’ workers, 
but the truth of the matter is that 
we do not have enough workers 
who aren't afflicted with lazi- 
ness. If an exciting new pastor or 
an enthusiastic young music di- 
rector rolls us up and gets us 
going we bounce along enthusias<- 
tically—for awhile. But when the 
newness of our responsibility be- 
gins to wear off, then we either 
crack at the first disappointment 
or we give up and sit back and 
wait for someone with “more 
training” to do the work we ought 
to be doing. 

Let’s not be “Silly Putty.” Let’s 
be conscientious, predictable, de« 
pendable workers for the Lord!

Methodist Madness 


A friend in North, Carolina let 
me look through a number of 
copies of the Methodist magazine, 
Together, and I came to the sad 
conclusion that our Methodist 
friends are believing more and 
more about less and less. 

For example, in a nation-wide 
survey covering a representative 
cross section in excess of 12,000 
laymen, ministers and young peo- 
ple, it was found that “only one 
out of 12 Methodists believes that 
every word of the Bible is true 
because it came directly from 
God.” This should be fairly repre- 
sentative of Methodist belief since 
the survey, requested by The 
Methodist Church’s Board of So- 
cial and Economic Relations and 
now published in four volumes by 
Abingdon Press as Methodism and 
Society, was taken by sending 
questionnaires to every 80th 
church in the denomination, which 
in turn were filled out by every 
10th member. Forty-five per cent 
of. those contacted co-operated. 

However, this disbelief in verbal 
inspiration and the Scripture’s ac- 
curacy is not altogether unexpect- 
ed or surprising since it merely 
reflects that denomination’s lead- 
ership. Another item in another 
issue of Together quoted Dr. Ed- 
mund Perry, chairman of the de- 
partment of history and religion 
at Northwestern University, as 
cautioning delegates at a South- 
eastern Jurisdiction Bible Con- 


ference at Lake Janaluska, North’ 


Carolina, against “idolatry” of the 


'church, 


Bible—a familiar @xpression used 
by liberals when slurring those 
who believe in verbal inspiration. 


The magazine has a monthly 
column entitled, “Your Faith and 
Your Church,” conducted = by 
Methodist Bishop T. Otto Nall. In 
one’ of his columns he answered 
the question, “Why is the Song of 
Songs in the Bible?” by saying: 
“A good question, for the book is 
a collection of love poems, unde- 
niably and unabashedly sensual 
ae Present-day scholarship is 
inclinded to write off these alle- 
gorical interpretations and take 
a realistic view . i 

In another column, this “epis- 
copal leader of the Minnesota 
Area of The Methodist Church” 
denied that the Word of God is 
the Christian’s final authority. In 
answering the question, “What is 
the final authority for Chris- 
tians?” he wrote: “Not ‘mother 
which tolerates no error 
or heresy. Not the Bible, which 
has sometimes been called ‘the 
religion of Protestants.’ Not a doc- 
trine or dogma, creed or confes- 
sion of faith. And surely no man’s 
individual conscience. The final 
authority is the Mind of. Christ, 
so far as each one of us can dis- 
cover it.” All of which is a pious 
way of saying nothing. The only 
way one can “discover” the “Mind 
of Christ” is through the Word of 


God, the Christian’s “final au- 
thority!” 
Together took a number of 


blasts also at a biblical Hell, but 
that is a natural, normal conclu- 
sion after the authority of the Bi- 
ble has been destroyed. In re- 
orinting from Look magazine 
Ralph W. Sockman’s “What Do 
Methodists Believe?” we find the 
following in answer to the ques- 
tion: “Do Methodists believe in 
Heaven and Hell?”: “ . 2ae 
concepts of Heaven and Hell vary 
widely, according to the educa- 
tional and religious background of 
ithe believers. Some have very 


concrete ideas of golden streets 


in Heaven and fiery furnaces in 
Hell. But the majority of Metho- 
dists are emancipated from the 
prescientific view of a physical 
Heaven ‘up there’ and a physical 
Hell ‘down there’ Heaven 
is a realm of mind and spirit 
where the redeemed keep company 
with God amd His risen son, Jesus 
Christ. Hell is the state where 
such fellowship is absent.” 


Bishop Nall joined Sockman in 
ridiculing Hell. In one of his col- 
umns he answered a question, 
“What about Heaven and Hell?” 
by saying, in part, “Reinhold Nie- 
buhr has well said: ‘It is unwise 
for Christians to claim any knoul- 
edge of either the furniture of 
Heaven or the temperature .of 
Hell. But we can dream and guess, 
and speculate. 

“Our tentative probings into 
outer space have been small 
enough, but they have blasted any 
idea that Heaven is up somewlvere 
and Hell is down somewhere else. 
Heaven is a condition, being with 
Christ 
love and follow Him. Hell is a 
condition of isolation and estrange- 
ment.” ' 


did not try to explain how “our 
tentative probings into outer 
space” have “blasted any idea that 
Heaven is up somewhere and Hell 
is down someplace else.” Any ef- 
fort on his part to do so should 
be very interesting indeed! But 
the bishop’s strongest blast was 
reserved for any thought of retri- 
bution for sin. Said he: “Punish- 
ment as a deterrent and correctwe 
is evident, but the idea of a lor- 
img and redeeming God cannot be 
reconciled with recompense for 
evil done. God does not punish to 
‘get even’ He muinishes only to 
save, win back the sinner.” 

Thus the bishep vainly tries to 
bank the fires of Hell. Such rea- 
soning—if reasoning it can be 
called—is like saying that a judge 
on an American bench is trying 
to “get even’ with a murderer

In a 
day of double-talk, Bob Jones Uni- 
versity speaks plainly. 

“This is a fundamentalist in- 
stitution,” he continued. “We 
stand against the National Coun- 
cil of Churches that promotes 
Communism and calls it Chris- 
tianity. We stand against the 
United Nations and all the ad- 
vocates of ‘World Government,’ 
which will be a government of 
slavery. We are opposed to the 
so-called ‘World Church,’ which 
will be the Church of Anti-Christ. 
We are opposed to the ‘Social 
Gospel,’ which is, in reality, a 


gospel of Socialism.”’ 

He added: “Bob Jones Univer- 
sity stands for rugged individual- 
ism in a day of conformity—for 
freedom of the individual, the local 
church, and the local community. 
We are sending out graduates who 
go contrary to the popular trends 
of the day—Protestants in the 
truest sense of the word who pro- 
test and oppose tyrannies, religious 
and political.” 

In his remarks of welcome, Dr. 
Bob Jones, Sr., founder of the Uni- 
versity, said that he considered 
it “a great opportunity and also 
a great responsibility to train 
young people from all the States 
and a number of foreign countries 
for uncompromising, cultured 
Christian leadership.” 


He said that Bob Jones Uni- 
versity sends its graduates into 
the world feeling that “for a con- 
secrated Christian, there is no 
difference between the secular and 
the sacred; because for a Chris- 
tian, all ground is holy ground and 
every bush is a burning bush.” 


In addition to those seated in 
the 3,000-capacity Rodeheaver 
Auditorium, several hundred stu- 
dents heard the program in the 
Concert Center. It is expected that 
total matriculation for the year 
will be approximately 3,500. 

Evangelistic meetings were 
scheduled for Thursday and Fri- 
day nights. These services are held 
at the beginning of every semester.

But 
how much better if he had waited 
until I was home to show him 
where the recipe said “2 cups 
flour, % cup shortening, 1 tsp. 
salt, 4 tbsp. water.” 

Andy is an all-boy type who 
usually spends his time mowing 
lawns, shoveling snow, delivering 
papers and playing ball. But I 
think the more skills a boy or girl 


learns, the better person he is, 
better prepared to serve the Lord 
and others. So I want my boys 
to learn to cook a little, my girls 
to be able to-do some of the jobs 
that are usually considered for 
men only. But there is a wiser and 
easier way to learn than by just 
trying. | 

Proverbs is full of help in this. 
As I have taught my Sunday 
School class I have found several 
such verses. “Give instruction to 
a wise man |or boy], and he will 
be yet wiser: teach a just man, 
and he will increase in learning” 


(Prov. 9:9). Proverbs 8:10 
says, “Receive my instruc- 
tion, and not _ silver: and 
knowledge rather than _ choice 


gold.” This is “Wisdom” talking. 
You can learn from others; you 
should learn from others’ experi- 
ence. I hope you will not be the 
kind of boy or girl who says, “TI 
want to learn by myself. Don’t 
tell me what to do!” If you don’t 
believe the pan is hot it will still 
burn you You may get hurt; you 
surely will waste time, perhaps 
flour and apples too, and will not 
learn as fast as you might. 


You go to school every day now. 
Do listen to your teacher! She 
is wiser than you. Try to learn 
from your gym teacher, music 
teacher, coach, even a friend who 
has had better opportunities. And 
you will make your daddy and 
mother happy. “A wise son maketh 
a glad father” (Prov. 10:1).

Two Errors of Jehovah's Witnesses

the entire structure is weak and 
will eventually erumble. 


Where do the Witnesses get 
such teaching? What is the basis? 
They take an isolated verse (Rev. 
3:14) and by perverting the true 
meaning, arrive at such a doctrine. 
As a result, these poor, deluded 
folk never emphasize the tragic 
consequences of sin, nor the need 
of salvation. Proverbs 14:9: 
“Fools make a mock at sin.” 
Those who jeer at sin ridicule the 
need for a transformed life that 
can be accomplished only by the 
grace of God. 


Let us examine this interpreta- 
tion from the Word of God: 


August Toplady, writing of John 
Gill, said, “If any man has ever 
travelled the circle of learning Dr. 
Gill is that man.” Concerning the 
phrase, “The beginning of the cre- 
ation of God,” Gill wrote, “Not 
the first creature that God made, 
but the first cause of creation: 
the first Parent, Producer and ef- 
ficient cause of every creature; 
the author of the old creature; 
who made all things out of nothing 
in the beginning of time.’’! 


Prophecy That Jehovah Will 
Appear on Earth, Thus, 
That Christ Is God 


Isaiah 40:3: “The voice of him 
that crieth in the wilderness, Pre- 
pare ye the way of the LORD, 
make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God.” This proph- 
ecy. states that two people will 
on earth—one is_ identi- 
fied as “the voice that crieth in 
the wilderness,’ and following him 
will be the LORD. 

God revealed Himseif to the 
Jews by many names. Perhaps the 
most sacred in the Old Testament 
is that of “Jehovah.” The King 
James Version renders the word 
by “LORD” (all capital letters). 
The Revised Version recaptures 
the name under the form “Je- 
hovah.”’ The Revised Version pro- 
perly translates Isaiah 40:3: ‘“The 
voice of one that crieth, prepare 
ye in the wilderness the way of 
Jehovah; make level in the desert 
a- highway. for. our God.” 

Matthew 3:3: “For this is he 
that was spoken of by the prophet 
Bsaias {Isaiah|, saying, The voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye thé way of the Lord, 
make his paths straight.” 

Matthew insists that John the 
Baptist, as the forerunner of Je- 
sus, was the final fulfillment of 
the prophetic utterance by Isaiah. 
Therefore, Jesus is the God whose 
name is Jehovah and of whom 
Isaiah was speaking. 

Malachi 3:1: “Behold, I will 
send my messenger, and he shall 
prepare the way before me: and 
the Lord, whom ye seek, shall 
suddenly come to his temple, even 
the messenger of the covenant, 
whom ye delight in: behold, he 
shall come, saith the LORD of 
hosts.” And now, a second prophet 
also states that the God, whose 
name is Jehovah, is coming to 
the earth. He is to be identified bv 
two definite signs: (1) He shall 
appear in His temple bringing a 
new covenant; and (2) His com- 
ing shall be heralded by a fore- 
runner. 

Mark 1:2: “As it is written in 
the prophets, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before 
thee.” There is no escaping the 
conclusion that Mark believed the 
prophecy of Malachi was fulfilled 
in its entirety. This New Testa- 
ment writer acknowledges John 
to be the promised forerunner and 
Jesus is accepted by him as the 
God Jehovah.2 

Threugh the years I have pre- 
sented these verses to the Wit- 
nesses for their consideration. One 
said the prediction does say John 
the Baptist will come to earth, 
but not Jehovah: Others haye re- 
fused to even consider the pos- 
sibility. Many of them have been 
dishonest in trving to explain 
these pasSages. Two admitted the 
possibility of truth and assured 
me they would get an answer from 
the New York office. Thus far, 
they have been- silent. 


Christ Jesus Is Creator of 
Ends of Earth ~ 


‘Jeaiah 40:28: “Hast thou not’ 


known? hast thou not heard, that 


the everlasting God, the’ LORD 


[Jehovah], the. Creator of the 


ends of the earth, fainteth not, 
neither is weary? there is no 
searching of his understanding.” 
Who is the everlasting God? Je- 
hovah, the CREATOR of the ends 
of the earth, is the everlasting 
God.. Both John and Paul speak 
assuringly of our Saviour as the 
Creator of the earth. John 1:3: 
“All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any 
thing made that was made.” Colos- 
sians 1:15, 16: “Who is the image 
of the invisible God, the firstborn 
of every creature: For by him 
were all things created, that are 
in heaven, and that are in earth, 
visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for 
him.” There is no searching of 
His understanding. It is infinite. 
It reaches to all persons and 
things; therefore He cannot be at 
a loss to provide for His people; 
nor can their case be unknown 
to Him; nor He want either power 
or skill to help them. Jesus knew 
the past history of individuals 
(John 4:48). He knew who would 
deny Him (Peter). He knew who 
would betray Him (Judas). He 
knew the thoughts of individuals 
(John 2:24, 25 and Mark 2:8, 9). 
Colossians 2:3: “In whom are hid 
all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge.” 


Witnesses for Jehovah Are to 
Be Witnesses for Christ 
Isaiah 43:10: “Ye are my 
nesses, saith the LORD 
vah:.” Acts 1:8: “Ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” These are the 


wit- 
Jeho- 


very last words of Jesus before 
He returned to Heaven. It is ob- 
vious that the same person is 


speaking in both verses. Jehovah 
in the Old Testament is Christ 
Jesus in the New Testament. 


Jesus Is King, Redeemer, 
First, Last 

Isaiah 44:6: “Thus saith the 
LORD |Jehovah| the King of Is- 
rael, and his redeemer the LORD 
[Jehovah] of hosts; I am the first, 
and I am the last; and beside me 
there is no God.” In this passage 
the LORD | Jehovah). is: 


(1) KING OF ISRAEL. John 
1:49: “Nathanael answered and 
saith unto him, Rabbi, thou art 
the Son of God; thou art the 
KING OF ISRAEL.” Wise men 
asked the question: “Where is 
he that is born KING OF THE 
JEWS” (Matt. 2:2)? 


(2) REDEEMER. Luke 24:21: 
“But we trusted that it had 
been he which should have RE- 
DEEMED Israel.” Matthew 20: 
28: “Even as the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his 
life a RANSOM for many.” 
Ephesians 1:7: “In whom we 
have REDEMPTION | through 
his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins.” 


(3) THE LORD (JEHOVAH) 
OF HOSTS. This expression de- 
notes Jehovah as leader of the 
armies of Heaven. Revelation 
19:11-15: “And I saw heaven 
opened, and behold a_ white 
horse; and he ‘that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war. His 
eyes were as a flame of fire, 
and on his head were many 
crowns; and he had a name 
written, that no man knew, but 
he himself. And he was clothed 
with a vesture dipped in blood: 
and his name is called The Word 
of God. And the armies which 
were in heaven followed him 
upon white horses, clothed in 
fine linen, white and clean. And 
out: of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: 
and he treadeth the winepress 
of the fiereeness and wrath of 
Almighty God.” 

(4) FIRST AND LAST. “‘T am 
the first and I am the last.” 
The statement occurs. three 
times in Isaiah 41:4; 44:6; and 
48:12. Revelation 1:17: “And 
when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And he laid his 
right hand upon me, saying un- 
to me, “Fear not; I am _ the 

FIRST and the LAST,” | 


Saviour, Saved, Knee Bow, 
Tongue Confess Terms Used 
About Jehovah, Christ 


Isaiah 45:21-23: “Tell ye, and 
bring them neat; yea, let them 
take counsel together: .who -hath 
declared this from ancient time? 
who hath told it from that time? 
have not I the LORD? and there 
is no God else beside me; a just 
God and a Saviour; there is none 
beside meé. Look unto me, and be 
ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth: for I am God, and there 
is none else.

One of the most delightful por- 
tions found in Scripture is Isaiah

make thee an eternal excellency, 
a joy of many generations. Thou 
shalt also suck the milk of the 
Gentiles; and shalt suck the 
breast of kings: and thou shalt

the Mighty One of Jacob. For 
brass I will bring gold, and for 
‘on I will bring silver, and for 
wood brass, and for stones iron: 
I will also make thy officers peace, 
and thine exactors righteousness. 
Violence shall no more be heard in 
thy land, wasting nor destruction 
within thy borders; but thou shalt 
call thy walls Salvation, and thy 
gates Praise.

Twice the New Testa- 
ment emphasizes the prominent 
place given to the Lord Jesus in 
the Old Testament. 

How can anyone miss the truth? 
The word “Jehovah” occurs in the 
Old Testament over seven thou- 
sand times.

Dr. Rimmer on Jehovah, Our

Harry Rimmer, author of The 
Magnificence of Jesus, gives the 
following account which empha- 
sizes the nature of Jehovah, our 
Lord and Saviour:

vision, and he sang His praises 
with fervent delight. He was 
giving his testimony in the tem- 
ple, and this greatly distressed 
the Pharisees who hated Jesus. 
These subtle debaters sought to 
entangle this simple fellow in

make room for the good Shepherd, 
that He may seek us and bring 


‘us back, 


We do not love nights, but we 
do love stars; .we do not love 
weakness, but we do bless God for 
the promise that is to sustain us 
in our weakness; we do not admire 
winter, but we do admire the 
glittering snow; we must shudder 
at our own trembling-weakness, 
but we still do bless God that 
we are weak because it makes 


,room for the display of His own 


_invincible -strength in fulfilling 
-guch a promise as this. 

In addressing you this morning, 
,I shall first have to notice the 
self-weakness which is implied in 
our text; secondly, I shall come 
to the great of the text; 
and then I shall try and draw one 
or two inferences from it, ere I 
conclude. 


I. Self-Weakness Hintéd At 
in the Text 


To keep to my figure, if this 


r. promise be like a star, you. know 


there is no seeing the stars in the 


» daytime when we stand here upon 
, the upper land; we must go down 
-.@ deep well, and then we shal] be 


able to discover them. Now, be- 
loved, as this is daytime with our 


_ hearts, it will be necessary for us 
‘to go down the deep well of old 
,, recollections of our past trials and 


troubles. We must first get a 
good fair idea of the great depth 
of our own weakness, before we 


- shall be able to behold the bright- 


ness of this rich and exceeding 
precious promise. 

A self-sufficient man can no more 
understand this promise, than a 


Strength Given for Every Day 


ig that even our sin, our Jost and, 


coal heaver can understand Greek. 
He has never been in a position 
in which to understand it; he has 
never learned his own need of an- 
other’s strength, and therefore he 
cannot possibly understand the 
value of a promise which consists 
in giving to us a strength beyond 
our own. Let us for a few minutes 
consider our own weakness. 


1. The Day of Duty Proves 
Our Weakness 


Ye children of God, have ye: 


not proved your own weakness in 
the day of duty? The Lord has 
spoken to you, and He has said, 
“Son of man, run, and do such 


and such a thing which I bid 


thee;” and you have gone to do it, 
but as you have been upon your 
way, a sense of great responsibili- 
ty has bowed you down, and you 
have been ready to turn back even 
at the outset, and-to cry, “Send 
by whomsoever thou wilt send, but 
not by me.” 


Reinforced by strength, you 
have gone to the duty, but while 
performing it, you have at times 
felt your hands hanging exceeding 
heavy, and. you have had to look 
up many a time and cry, “O Lord, 
give me more strength, for with- 
out thy strength this work must 
be unaceomplished; I can. not per- 
form it myself.” And when. the 


seek the Lord’s help before we 
preach, how often does our tongue 
refuse to give utterance to the 
earnestness of our hearts? And 
alas! how frequently too is our 
heart cold when we are about to 
enter upon an occupation which 
requires the heart to be hot like 
a furnace, and the lip to be burn- 
ing like a live coal. 

Here in this pulpit I have often 
learned. my weakness, when words 
have fled from me, and thoughts 


j have departed too, and when that 
| zeal which I thought would have 


poured itself forth like a cataract, 
has trickled forth in unwilling 
drops like a sullen stream, the 
source of which doth. almost - fail, 
and which seemeth itself as if it 
longed to be dried up and dead. 
And after preaching, how have I 
cast myself upon my bed, and 
tossed to ands fro, groaning be- 
cause I thought I had failed to 
deliver my message, and had not 
preached my Master’s Word as 
my Master wpe have me preach 
it. 


All of you, in your own callings, 
I dare say, have had enough to 
prove that. I do not believe a 
Christian man can examine him- 
self without finding every day that 


weakness is proven even in the} 


doing of his duty. Your shop, how- 
ever small, will be enough to 


‘prove to you your weakness; your 


businéss, however little, your 
eares, howéver light, your family, 


work has been done, and you have [however “small; will furnish you 


looked back upon it, you have 
either been filled with amaze- 
ment that it should have been 
done at all by so poor and weak 
a worm as yourself, or else you 
have been overcome with horror 
because you have been afraid. the 
work was marred, like the vessel 
on the potters’ wheel, by reason 
of your own want of skillfulness. 
I confess, in my own position, 
I have a thousand causes to con- 
fess my Own weakness every day. 
In preparing for the pulpit, how 
often do we discover our weak- 
ness when a hundred texts exhibit 
themselves, and we know not 
which to choose; and when we 
have selected our subject, distract- 
ing thoughts come in, and when 
we would concentrate our minds 
upon some holy topic, we find 
they are carried hither and thith- 
er, driven about like the minds of 
children by every wind of thought

“He that abideth in. me, and I in 
him, the same. bringeth forth much 
fruit: for without me ye can do 
nothing.” 


2. The Day of Suffering Proves 
Our Weakness, Too 

But, beloved, we prove our weak- 
ness, perhaps more visibly, when 
we come into the day of suffering. 
There it is that we are weak in- 
deed. I have -sa’*? by the side of 
those who have been exceedingly 
sick, and have marked their pa- 
tience; but I do not know that I 
ever wondered at the patience of 
a sick man so much as I do when 
I am sick myself; then patience is 
an extraordinary virtue. Women 
suffer, and suffer well; but I do 
think there are very few men who 
could bear the tithe of the suffer- 
ing that many women endure, 
exhibiting a hundred 
times as much impatience. 

Most of us who are gifted with 
strong constitutions, and have but 
little of sickness, have to chasten 
ourselves, that what little sick- 
ness we have to contend with is 
borne with so little resignation 
and with so much impatience; that 
we are so ready to repine, so pre- 
pared to bow our heads and wish 
we were dead, because a little pain 
is rending our body. Here it is 
that we prove our weakness in- 
deed. 

Ah! people of God, it is one 
thing to talk about the furnace; 
it is another thing to be in it. It 
is one thing to look at the doctor’s 
knife, but quite another thing to 
fee] it. You will find it one thing 
to sip the cup of medicine, but 
quite another thing to lie in bed 
a dreary week or month, and to 
drink on, and on, and on, of that 
nauseating draught. When you are 
on dry land, most of you are 
good sailors; out at sea you are 
vastly different. There is many a 
man who makes a wonderfully 
brave soldier till he gets into the 
battle, and then he wishes himself 
miles away, and except his spurs 
there is no weapon he can use 
with much advantage. That man 
has never been sick who does not 
know his weakness, his want of 
patience and of endurance. 


8. Our Little Progress Also 
Shows Our Weakness 

Again, beloved, there is another 
thing which will very soon prove 
our weakness, if neither duty nor 
suffering will do it—namely, pro- 
gress. You sit down tomorrow and 
you read the life of some eminent 
servant Of God: perhaps’ the 
life of David Brainard, and 
how he gave up his life for his 
Master in the wilderness; or the 
heroic life of Henry Martyn, and 
how he sacrificed all for Christ: 
and as you read you say within 
yourself, “I will endeavor to be 
like this man; I will seek to have 
his faith, his self-denial, his love 
to never-dying souls.” Try and get 
them, beloved, and you will soon 
find your own weakness.

I have found it very hard to keep 
as much as I had. ‘I have thought, 
“IT will love my Saviour more,” 
and it was right that I should 
strive to do so; but when I sought 
to love Him more I found that 
perhaps I was going backward in- 
stead of foreward. How often do 
we find out our weakness when 
God answers our prayers! 


‘| asked the Lord that | might grow 
In faith, and love, and every grace; 
Might more of His salvation know, 
And seek more earnestly His face. 


| hoped that in some favor'd hour 
At once He'd answer my request, 
And by His love's constraining power, 
Subdue my sins and give me rest. 


Instead of this He made me feel 
The hidden evils of my heart, 

And let the angry power of Hell 
Assault my soul in every part. 


‘terd, why is this?’ | trembling cried, 
‘Wilt thou pursue thy worm to death?’ 
‘Tis in this way,’ the Lord replied, 
‘l answer prayer for grace and faith.’ 


That is, the Lord helps us to grow 
downward when we are. only 
thinking about growing upward. 
Let any of you try to grow in 
grace, and seek to run the heaven- 
ly race, and make a little pro- 
gress, and you will soon find, in 
such a slippery road as that which 
we have to travel, that it is very 
hard to go one step forward, 
though remarkably easy to go a 
great many steps backward. 


4. The Testing of Temptation 
Finds Us So Weak! 
If neither of these three things 
will prove thy weakness, Christian, 


I will advise thee to try another. 


See what thou art in temptation. 
I have seen a tree in the forest 
that seemed to stand fast like a 
rock; I have stood beneath its 
wide-spreading branches and have 
sought to shake its trunk, to see 
if I could, but it stood immovable. 
The sun shone upon it, and the 
rain descended, and many a win- 
ter’s frost sprinkled its boughs 
with snow, but it still stood fast 
and firm. But one night there 
came a howling wind which swept 
through the forest, and the tree 
that seemed to stand so fast: lay 
stretched along the ground, its 
gaunt arms which once were lifted 
up to Heaven lying hopelessly 
broken, and the trunk snapped in 
twain. 


And so have I seen many a pro- 
fessor strong and mighty, and no- 
thing seemed to move him; but I 
have seen the wind of persecution 
and temptation come against him, 
and I have heard him creak with 
murmuring, and at last have seen 
him break in apostasy, and he has 
lain along the ground a mournful 
specimen of what every man must 
become who maketh not the Lord 
his strength, and who relieth not 
upon the Most High. 


“Ah!” says one, “I do not be- 
lieve I could be tempted to sin.” 
My friend, it depends upon what 
kind of temptation it should be. 
There are many of us here who 
could not be tempted to drunken- 
ness, and others who could not be 
tempted to last. If the Devil 
should set. before some of you 
cups of the richest wines that 
ever came from the vintages of 
Burgundy or of Xeres, you would 
not care for them; if you did but 
sip them it would suffice you: it 
would be in vain to tempt you 
with the drunkard’s song; nothing 
could induce you to lose your equi- 
librium by intoxicating liquors; 
but perhaps you are the very man 
whom a temptation of lust might 
overthrow. While there be other 
men whom neither lust nor wine 
can overcome, who may be led by 
a prospect of - profit into that 
which is dishonest; and others 
again, whom neither profit, nor 
lust, nor wine, would turn aside, 
may be overthrown by anger, or 
envy, or malice. 

We have all our tender points. 
When Thetis dipped Achilles in 
the Styx, you remember she held 
him by the heel; he was made in- 
vulnerable wherever the water 
touched him, but his heel not be- 
ing covered with the water, was 
vulnerable, and there Paris shot 
his arrow, and he died. 

It is even so with us. We may 
think that we are covered with 
virtue till we are totally invulner- 
able, but we have a heel some- 
where; there is a place where the 


arrow of the Devil can make way: 


hence the absolute necessity of 
taking to ourselves “the whole 


armor of God,” so’*that may 


|not be“a solitary joint’in the har- 


ness that shall be unprotected 
against the arrows of the Devil. 


Satan is very crafty; he knows 
the ins and outs of manhood, 
There is many an old castle that 
has stood against every attack, 
but .at last some ‘traitor from 
within has gone without, and said, 
“I know an old deserted passage, 
a subterranean back way, that has 
not been used for many a day. tn 
such and such a field you will see 
an opening; clear away a heap’ of 
stones there, and I will lead’ you 
down the passage. You will then 
come to an old door of which: I 
have the key, and I can let you 
in; and so by the back way I can 
lead you into the very heart of 
the citadel, which you may tien 
easily capture.” 


It is so with Satan. Man know- 
eth not himself so well as Satan 
knows him. There are back ways 
and subterranean passages into 
man’s heart which the Devil doth 
well understand; and he ‘who 
thinketh that he is safe, let him 
take heed lest he fall. 


That is not a bad hymn of Dr. 
Watts, after all, where he tells’ tis 
that Samson was very strong 
while he wore his hair, but — 


“Samson, when his hair was lost, 

Met the Philistines to his cost: — 

Shook his vain limbs with vast surprise, 
Made feeble fight, and lost his eyes.” 


The reason was, because: these 
was a back way into Samson's 
heart. The Philistines could not 
overcome him: “Heaps upon heaps, 
with the jawbone of an ass have I 
‘slain a thousand men.” Come’ on, 
Philistines, he will rend you. ‘in 
pieces as he did the young lion; 
bind him with green withes, and 
he will snap them as tow; Weave 
his locks with a weaver’s. beam, 
and he will carry away loom ahd 
all, and go out like a giant re- 
freshed with new wine. But,;.O' De- 
lilah, he hath a back way to his 
heart; thou hast found it out, and 
now thou canst overthrow him. 
Tremble, for ye may yet be over- 
come! Ye are as weak as water if 
God shall leave you alone. 

Now, I think, if we have well 
surveyed these different points of 
our moral standing on earth, every 
child of God will be ready toe con- 
fess that he is weak. I imagine 
there may be some of you ready 
to say, “Sir, I am nothing.” Then 
I shall reply, “Ah! you are .a 
young Christian.” There will be 
others of you who will say, “Sir, 
I am less than nothing.” And I 


shall say, “Ah! you are an old 
Christian”; for the older Cnhris- 
tians get, the less they become 


in their own esteem, the more 
they feel their own weakness, and 
the more entirely they rely upon 
the strength of God. 


II. The Great Promise 
Having thus dwelt upon the first

God, just as truly ds the Father. 
Im verse 8, Wr, . 
_“But unto the Son he saith, 
Thy throne, O God; is for ever 
_and ever: a sceptre of righteous- 
ness is the sceptre of thy 
kingdom.” Qua 
God the Father said to the Son, 
“Thy throne, O God, is for ever 
and ever.” Jesus Christ is God. 

Back in Isaiah, the Scripture 
tells some words about the com- 
ing Saviour..And it is prophesied 
of Him, 

“For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a.son is given: ... and 
his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, 

~ The Prince.of Peace.’’—Isa. 9:6. 
Jesus is the “mighty God.” Jesus is 
God as much as the Father is 
God. Jesus. is as worthy of wor- 
ghip as the Father is worthy of 
worship. 

Jesus Christ has all judgment 
given into His hand. He will judge 
for the Father and instead of the 
Father. 

Jesus is the Creator. We some- 
times speak of God the Father as 
the Creator. That is,a mistake, 
unless you mean that.in the same 
sense that the Father and Son 
and Holy Spirit are one and all 
partake of it. The ‘truth ‘is, we 
are plainly told, that God did all 
His creation through the hand of 
His Son. “All things were made 
by him; and without him was not 
anything made that was made” 
(John 1:3)..Everything was made 
by the hand of Jesus Christ. The 
whole. world began when Jesus 
was with God. in. the beginning. 
“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. The same was 
in the beginning with God” (John 
a:1, 2). 

Jesus Christ: rssh the human 
name; Christ, the divine and eter- 
nal name before the world began— 
Jesus was with the Father. He is 
the only begotten Son of God, has 
the same nature as God, is as good 
as God, as wise as God, as right- 
eous as God, as holy as God, as 
merciful as God! He is the ex- 
press image of the person of .God 
(Heb. 1:3). When you pray to Je- 


sus, you pray just like you pray. 


to the Father. And He is as wor- 
thy of worship and praise, and in 
every sense partakes of everything 
that makes God deity. Jesus is the 
Son of God. Praise the Lord for 
that! Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God, our Father in Heaven. He is 
the Son of God—literally so. 

Now we do sometimes hear peo- 
ple say that Jesus did not claim 
to be the Son of God. Nothing is 
clearer in the Bible than that He 
claimed to be the Son of God. For 
that, we are told that the Jews 
sought to slay Him because He 
claimed that God was His Father, 
and made Himself to be equal with 
God (John 5:18). 

When the Jews said to Him, 
“Why, Abraham’s dead. Why, do 
you mean that You are as old as 
Abraham?” Jesus answered, “Be- 
fore Abraham was, I am” (John 
8:58). What does He mean? He 
means that He is the God who 
appeared to Moses and _eé£ said, 
‘Moses, go back and tell My peo- 
ple that I AM hath sent you’ 
(Exod. 3:14). Jesus said, ‘I am the 
One—I am the One who called 
Moses and spoke out of the burn- 
ing bush. I am the One who cre- 
ated the world. I am the One who 
called Jacob back to start the 
nation Israel.’ Jesus said, “I AM.” 
Jesus is God. He is the only be- 
gotten of the Father. He is the 
unique Son of God, which means 


_. that He is the Son. of God, not 


like other men are, but as no one 
else ever was or could be—Jesus, 
the Son of God. The first great 
fact about the Fatherhood of God 
is.that He is the Father, in a 
unique sense, of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


2. By Nature Men Are Creatures 

“eof Ged But Not Children 

of God 

The second thing the Bible 
teaches about the Fatherhood of 
God*is that while He is the Creator 
of all men, He is not the Father 
of all men in any spiritual sense. 


Now men were all created by God. 


Back in Genesis, chapter 3, verse 
20, “Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother 


of all living.” That means that 


every man, woman, and child on 
the earth is descended from the

same source, the same parents, 
the same Mother Eve. 


Again ‘over in. I Corinthians, 
chapter 15, the Bible tells us plain- 
ly ‘that “as in Adam all die.” What 
does that-mean? That means that 
every person here is descended 
from. Adam, and so every person 
here has inherited .the taint of 
Adam’s sin. Every person in the 
world is full of sin.. There are not 
several species of men in the 
world. There is one race of men 
as far as our source, our origin 
is concerned. Black man, white 
man, yellow man—everybody 
came from exactly the” same 
source. Back from Noah and his 
three sons was the earth popu- 
lated. And before then, from 
Adam. In Acts, chapter 17, verse 
26, Paul is preaching at Athens 
in Greek. Paul says to the people 
that God “hath made of one blood 
all’ nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth” All 
the people in the world are of one 
blood. 


Now men are made by God. 
Does that mean that all men are 
the children of God? There never 
was a more foolish statement, and 
it has been widespread every- 
where, that all men are the chil- 
dren of God. All that can mean, 
to honest men who know the 
Bible; is that men are the crea- 
tures of God, are created of God. 


You say, “I know that I’m a 
child of God because God created 
me.” Then a cow is a. child of 
God in. exactly the same sense 
that you are, for God created the 
cow, too. If you mean we are crea- 
tures of .God, that we are the 
offspring of God, that we are His 
invention, that He has the patent 
on us, that He made us, that He 
owns. us—that is right, But you 
may-own an automobile without 
it being your child. You may make 
a toy without it really being your 
child. God made men, that is true. 
But there is. not any spiritual 
sense in which we are the children 
of God-by nature. By nature men 
are not children of God. 


What do I mean? I mean that 
the whole race of men is a fallen, 
sinful race. There is nothing in 
the Bible made clearer than this. 
The Bible says that “the heart is 
deceitful above all things, and de- 
sperately wicked. Who can know 
it?” In Isaiah 53:6 we read, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way... ” In Romans, the 
third chapter, the Scripture says, 
“There is non righteous, no, not 


one ... They are all out of the 
way, they are together became 
unprofitable; there is none that 


doeth good, no, not one,” not one 
good person on the earth. 


A man came to Jesus one: time 
and said, ‘““Good Master | the word 
he used was ‘rabbi,’ ‘professor,’ 
‘teacher’| what shall I do to in- 
herit eternal life?” 


Jesus answered, “Why callest 
thou me good? none is good, save 
one, that is God.” 


Jesus did not mean He was not 
good. He meant, “If you think I’m 
good, don’t call me ‘rabbi.’ Call 
me God Almighty in human form. 
Call me Son of God and Saviour. 
Call me the pre-existent Christ. 
Call me what I am—the holy be- 
gotten of the Father. Don’t call 
me ‘rabbi’ and say I’m good. If 
I’m just a rabbi, rabbis are not 
good. Professors are not good. 
Preachers are not good. Men are 
not good. I am God in human 
form. You can call me good if 
you call me God. There is none 
good but one—that is, God.” 

We had as well face the fact 
that the whole human race is a 
race of sinners, a fallen race, a 
degenerate race. Now let me say 
a word to my post-millennial 
friends, my a-millennial friends, 
all who are trying to correct the 
world, and trying to make the 
world a better place in which to 
live. Now I am for you when you 
try to put down sin. I am for you 
in trying to vote out liquor. I will 
tell you what I would do: I would 
vote out this socialistic, pro-com- 


munistic, this pink, red New Deal} 


administration that has gotten its 
tentacles on common people, and 
bribing you with jobs and taking 
other men’s money that they 
earned and giving it to you, to 
plow up crops, to keep you from 


earning money and to buy 
the votes of you farmers 
and buy the votes of you 


: 
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who labor. I would Vote out this 
ungodly, heathén, New ‘Deal, so- 
cialistic, pro-communistic gang. I 
am for making the ‘world bétter. 

But you had better face the 
‘fact that you are not going to 
make it all right. This world is 
doomed! The race of mankind is 
a wicked, fallen race, alien from 
God. Oh, what men need is new 
hearts! The only way we are ever 
going to fix this world for Jesus 
Christ is to have Him come in 
person and clean out the Devil- 
possessed sinners and take charge. 
Now this world is a bad world. 
If you have not found out that, 
then you are’a babe in the woods. 


3. Unconverted Sinners Are “Chil- 
dren of This World,” “Children 
of Disobedience,” “Children 
of Wrath,” “Children of 
the Devil” 

The Bible clearly teaches that 
all men by nature are sinners. We 
are not the children of God, but 
what the Bible calls unconverted 
people by hature, what the Bible 
calls “the children of this world” 
(Luke 16:8). The Devil is the god 
of this world. And lost sinners are 
“the children of this world.” 


What does the Bible call un- 
saved people? They are “the chil- 
dren of wrath” (Eph. 2:3). God is 
love. We who are the children of 
God, love God. God puts love, in 
our hearts. So those who are the 
children. of God are children. of 
love. Those that are the children 
of the Devil are children of wrath. 
The lost world, unconverted peo- 
ple, are children. of - this world, 
children of wrath. 


Unconverted people are “chil- 
dren of disobedience” (Eph. 2:2; 
Col. 3:6). Is not that what the 
Bible says again and again? Men 
are “by nature the children of 
wrath,” by nature estranged from 
God, by nature strangers from 
God, by nature “dead in trespasses 
and in sin,” spiritually dead. If 
you are unconverted, you are not 
akin to God, but akin to your fa- 
ther, the Devil. We are plainly 
told, in Romans 9:8, “ ... They 
which are the children of the flesh, 
these ARE NOT the children of 
ND. wick 


Now that question came up with 
Jesus. Jesus talked one time to 
some people who claimed to be 
God’s children. They had this idea 
of the universal Fatherhood of 
God. Jesus talked to the Pharisees. 
These people must have represent- 
ed some of the leaders of the 
National Council of Churches. 
These people must have represent- 
ed some of the bishops of all de- 
nominations joined in together. 
See what Jesus said to these peo- 
ple who believed in the universal 
Fatherhood of God and the broth- 
erhood of man! 


“And he said unto them, Ye 
are from beneath; I am from 
above: ye are of this world; I 


am not of this world.’’—John 
8:23. 
Now some people say, the 


modernists say, that Jesus was a 
good man, maybe even the best 
man who ever lived. But they say 
He had some deity in Him, and we 
have some deity in us. Modernist, 
you are a liar! You know you are 
not of God. Jesus said, “I am from 
above, you are from beneath. I 
am from God, you are not from 
God.” Now I read a little further, 
“T said therefore unto you, that 
ye shall die in your sins: for if 
ye believe not that I am he, ye 
shall die in your sins.”—John 
8:24. 
Skip on down a few verses, down 
to verse 41. Jesus is speaking to 
the same people, the folks who 
drove Him to the cross, the folks 
who crucified Him. They were 
religious people who believed in 
the universal Fatherhood of God. 
The same people hate Jesus now if 
you press Him as the all-author- 
itative Saviour. If you press Him 
as the only way to God, if you say 
that everybody must bow the knee, 
if you say that Jesus is the vir- 
gin-born Saviour and the Judge of 


all the earth, and God in human 
form, that crowd that talks about 
the universal Fatherhood of God 
hate Him now! 


Anybody who says that all men 
are by nature the children of 
God is trying to put Jesus down 
on the level of man, and put, other 
men up on the level with Jesus 
Christ. It is a little Jesus and a 
big humanity. That is what the 
Devil’s crowd, the modernists, 
want. Here. is what Jesus said in 
verse 41; 


“Ye do the deeds of your fa- 
ther. Then said they to him, We 
be not born of fornication; we 
have one Father, even God.” 


See, they are claiming to be chil- 
dren of one father—God. “We 
have one Father,” they said. 
“Jesus said unto them, If God 
were your Father, ye would love 
me: for I proceeded forth and 
came from God; neither came 

I of myself, but he sent me. Why 

do ye not understand my 

speech? even because ye cannot 

hear my word.”—John 8:42, 43. 

Lost man, you say, “That sounds 
like foolishness to me.” That is 
right. That is because you are the 
Devil’s child. You are not even 
spiritually alive and you do not 
have the Holy Ghost in you to 
teach you. You cannot even under- 
stand spiritual truth. Spiritual 
things are spiritually discerned. 
You are spiritually dead. You say, 
“I don’t like that.” You do not 
like that because you are not of 
God. Listen again. 

“Why do ye not understand 
my speech? even because ye 
cannot hear my word. Ye are 
of your father the devil, and 
the lusts of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth 
in him. When he speaketh a 
lie, he speaketh of his own: for 
he is a liar, and the father of 
it. And because I tell you: the 
truth, ye believe me not. Which 
of you convinceth me of sin?”— 
John 8:43-46a. 

Does anybody here want to take 
up that challenge yourself and 
say, “I can prove Jesus Christ 
sinned”? All right, do you give 
up? Well then, does anybody here 
want to stand up and say, “You 
cannot convince me of sin”? Give 
me a few minutes, brother, and I 
will give plenty of witnesses to 
that. Is your wife here? It would 
not take me long to do that. “But 
if I say the truth, why do you 
not believe me? He that is of God 
heareth God’s word. Ye therefore 
hear them not because ye are not 
of God.” If you find anybody who 
does not believe the Bible, that 
man is not- of God. That is the 
trouble. That is what Jesus said. 
Go back to verse 44, “Ye are of 
your father the devil.” Who is 
this? Drunkards? Who is this? 
Harlots? Who is this? Criminals? 
These are church people. These are 
people circumcised the eighth day, 
bringing tithes into the temple. 
They keep the Sabbath, pray in 
public. These are the main church 
people. They say, “We have a fa- 
ther. Our father is God.” 

“No,” Jesus says, “You 
your father the devil.” 

Now I do not care if you are 
a deacon, I do not care if you are 
a preacher, if you have not been 


are of 


supernaturally. regenerated, if you 
have not had a miracle we call, 
and Jesus called “the new birth”; 
if God has not By His Spirit come 
in to make you a new man, put 
in you a heart of flesh instead of 
that stony heart; then you are a 
child of the Devil! You are nob 
a child of God. People are not by 
nature the children of God. 


The Lord was good to Mrs. Rice. 
and me. He gave us six wonderful 
baby girls, What a joy and com- 
fort these girls are to me! They 
all love the Lord. They all have 
long hair, and Jook like Christians, 
They do not wear pants, don’t 
dress like men. They do not go to 
movies, nor dance, nor smoke 
cigarettes. They are happy Chris- 
tians. They win souls. They sing. 
They are youthful, godly, good 
Christian girls, and they are very 
popular. I thank God for my chil- 
dren. Now let me tell you a sad 
thing: every one of them was as 
mean as the Devil when they were 
born. 


You say, “My, but aren’t babies 
beautiful little things?” Yes, they 
are beautiful. 


You say, “Aren’t they attrac- 
tive?” Yes, they are attractive. 

You say, “Don’t you love them?” 
Yes, I love them very much, but 
by nature they are as mean as 
the Devil. When they are two 
weeks old, if just you take hold of 
one and hold his head so he can’t 
look the way he wants to, he will 
yell bloody murder, 


As soon as they are old enough 
to talk, they lie. When Satan 
moves one of them, she will reach 
over and take the other girl’s dolly 
and beat her over the head with 
it, and run off with it. Children 
are sinful by nature. 


Do not misunderstand me. I did 
not say they went to Hell or would 
have gone to Hell had they died 
when they were babies. I think 
babies are kept by the grace of 
God. “As in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” But every last one of them 
has the taint of sin. 


One time Eve held a little baby 
in her arms, rocked him and said, 
“I’ve gotten a man from the 
Lord.” That baby turned out to be 
a murderer. Every child in this 
world has the seed of sin and 
death and Hell in him. Children 
of the Devil. “Ye are of your fa- 
ther the devil.” Children of wrath, 
children of disobedience, children 
of this world. That is what the Bi- 
ble says. Everybody in this world 
is a child of the Devil until he 
has a new heart given him by 
the miracle of God’s grace when 
he is converted, when he is born 
again. People are not by nature 
the children of God. They are by 
nature the children of the Devil, 
children of wrath, children of this 


world, children of darkness, chil- 
dren of disobedience, the Bible 
Says. Ss 


4. Born-Again Christians Are 
Children of God 
Here is another blessed truth. 
Born-again Christians are the chil- 
dren of God. In the first chapter 
of John, Jesus said, 

“He came unto his own, and 
his own received him not. But 
as many as received him, to

Sons 6f God when you trust Jesus! 
“Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, 
‘but of God.”—John 1:13. 
Born of God when you put your 
truth in Jésus Christ! Again in 
John, the third chapter, the same 
thing is taught. Jesus said to 
Nicodemus, 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born 
again, he carmot see the king- 
dom of God.’’—John 3:3. 

Then He said, 


“Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of 
God.”—John 3:5. 

And then He said in verse 7, 

“Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again. 

“Ye must be born again’! 

The Bible says, “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be.” 
Oh, the wonderful things ahead! 
I do not know all about them, but, 
bléss God, I know what I am al- 
réady. I am already a born-again 
child of God. I am a son of my 
Father in Heaven. I am a brother 
of my Elder Brother, Jesus Christ. 
I'am a partaker of the divine na- 
ture, the Bible says. The Bible 
even says that His seed remains 
in me, so that this new nature, 
this new-born nature, cannot sin 
(I John 3:9). Oh, I must struggle 
aS Paul did,— “When I would do 
good, evil Was present with me,” 
but I am a child of God. 

I am born of God, and have so 
the blessed Holy Spirit. “Ye have 
not received the Spirit of bondage 
again to fear, but the Spirit of 
adoption whereby we cry, Abba, 
Father.” Something in my heart 
makes me not afraid of God. Some- 
thing in my heart makes me feel 
I “belong to God: He is my Father. 

‘I remember some years ago, Dr. 
Joe Macaulay came to see me at 
Wheaton. He was then pastor of 
the Wheaton Bible Church. He 
camesto talk to me about holding 
revival services in the Wheaton 
Bible Church. We sat out on the 
back steps. The young people were 
playing croquet on the lawn. Joy, 
my baby-girl, was then three years 
old. She was nearby, and she 
found a crooked piece of card- 
board. I sat on the porch steps, 
whittling and talking to Dr. Mac- 
aulay about this revival. The other 
folks left us alone. It was a pretty 
important time. I did not have 
much time at home, and the good 
pastor had come to see me. We 
were planning and praying and 
talking about the revival,. and what 


we would do about it. My little) 


baby came up with this little bit 
of''a cardboard. She had figured 
out. that one end of it was not 
square. She held it out there like 
she. wanted it. She held it out to 
my hands and interrupted our con- 

‘sation. She said, “Daddy, cut 
that off.” I stopped, took my 
pocket knife and cut it off so as 
to make the thing sqyare like she 
wanted it. 

She said, “Thank you, Daddy,” 
and went on about. her work. I 
turned to Brother Macaulay and 
said, “Any time I want anything, 
if the Lord God of Heaven and 
earth is having a conference with 
all of the archangels, I am going 
to butt in and say, “My Father, 
will You do this for me?’ And He 
will do it!” I have a right. to come 
to my Father. I am born of God, 
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a child of God, inheritor of all the 
blessings from God. 

Over in Galatians, chapter 3, 
in verse 26, 

“For ye are all the children 

of God by faith in Christ Jesus.” 
That is the only way anybody 
gets to be a child of God. You are 
not a child of God by your natural 
birth into this world, but a child 
of God by that second birth— 
when you put your trust in Jesus. 
“You are—/(all this people here, 
I am writing to, this church of 
good Christian people)—Ye are all 
the children of God by faith in 
Jesus Christ.” In Galatians 4:6, 


“And because ye are sons, God 
hath sent forth the Spirit of 
his Son into your hearts, crying, 
Abba, Father.” 

Ah, I can call God my Father! 
I saw a woman stand up in prayer 
meeting and heard her say to the 
pastor years ago, “I have a neigh- 
bor woman who seems very pre- 
sumptuous to me, brother pastor. 
She says she knows she is going 
to Heaven. I don’t believe anybody 
is good enough to know for sure 
they are going to Heaven.” The 
wise pastor said, “Well, if she is 
depending on how good she is, it 
would indeed be presumptuous. 
But if she is going by the plain 
Word of God, that she is born 
again, and if she is going by the 
fact that God has changed her 
heart, and her heart says, ‘My 
Father!’ and of Heaven ‘my Home, 
and my destiny,’ then«she» has-a 
right to say, ‘I am born of God; 
I am going to Heaven. I know it 
because the Bible says so.”

Ah, thank God! I am a child of 
the King. I am a born-again Chris- 
tian. It is a wonderful thing to be 
a child of God.

And His seed remains 
in the Christian, and the nature of 
God. We are partakers of the 
divine nature, Peter says.

Do you think I was insulted? Well, 
ho, I managed to take that very 
well! Because it was God who 
put love in her heart for her dad- 
dy. God puts that love in my heart 
for my heavenly Father. The word, 
“Abba,” is not just the rather 
austere, formal “My Father”; it 
is “My Daddy, my Papa,” or what- 
ever you call your father, is that 
familiar and intimate Aramaic 
word here. “My heavenly Daddy.” 


Thank God, I am a child of 
God; and God makes me feel like 
a child of God. I have the destiny 
of a child of God, and I am going 
to be up with God. It is a wonder- 
ful thing to be born again. 

Let me say another thing about 
that. I have learned to treasure all 
the people of God. Somebody said, 
“Brother Rice, do you know much 
about this Winebrunner group of 
the Church of God you are with 
this week?” 

Not too much, but I 
like them. They love Jesus Christ, 
believe the Bible, and are under 
the blood. They say, “I’ve been 
saved, brother,” and shake my 
hand. God bless you. I am a Bap- 
tist. But I would rather have 
Christian fellowship with a Catho- 
lic priest who can say, “I love 
Jesus Christ. He is my Saviour. I 
believe He was born of a virgin. 
I believe He arose from the dead, 
after paying for my sins on the 
eross as my Saviour’—I say I 
would rather have fellowship with 
a Catholic priest who can say that, 
than with a Baptist who is a 
modernist. I thank God that I can 
say with the Psalmist, “I am a com- 
panion of all them that fear thee.” 
I thank Goad that Jesus said, “Oth- 
er sheep have I which are not of 
this fold.” 


I have preached all over the 
country, and in Canada. I have 
preached to immigrants, and I 
have preached to colored people, 
etc. Thank God, it just feels the 
same everywhere, when people 
know the Lord Jesus. Is not sweet 
fellowship with born-again Chris- 
tians wonderful? Yes, I am a 
brother. If you are born again, 
then you are my brother. 


I brought to this country a 
colored boy from British Guiana, 
a little country north of Brazil, 
in South America. His name is 
John Thompson. He. talks like an 
Oxford graduate. His language 
is very British. I brought him to 
this country, and, with the help of 
some friends, put him through 
Moody Bible Institute. He is doing 
good work now as assistant pas- 
tor of a church in Chicago, (now 
in Louisiana). To this colored boy, 
before he came to this country I 
said, “If you come, you will have 
to listen to my counsel. I will not 
be responsible for your schooling 
unless you treat me as if I were 
your. father and jump when I tell 
you to jump. I will not bring you 
over here and let you go your 
way.” He talked it over with his 
father and his good old Christian 
father, black as a coal, down in 
South America, said, “Yes, son. If 
you go, you must count Dr. Rice 
your father and ask him about 
everything.’ And his good old 
mother said so, too. (Both his 
father and his mother have gone 
to Heaven since John has been 
in this country.) John Thompson 
came to this country. He calls 
me “Father,” and he takes very 
seriously those holy vows. He is 
thirty years old now. He has been 
thinking about getting married. 
Sometime ago he called me on the 
phone, and wanted to make an 
appointment so I could meet his 
girl, a Chicago school teacher, 
and pass on her. 

Some years ago in a Mississippi 
River flood thousands of colored 
people were crowded out of their 
homes in the Louisiana bottom 
land. They were gathered into 
large temporary camps and I went 
and preached among them. Colored 
people like my preaching because 
they can understand my language. 
We had a good time. I preached 
and they wept and shouted the 
praises of God. After the service, 
a good many of them crowded 
around, ¢olored preachers and 
others, to shake my hands. 

While were crowded 


{ around, one talked to another, and 


I heard him say, “That man has 
got a white face, but he sure 
has got a black heart,” by which 
he meant that I understood and 
loved colored people, and that I 
was a brother to those born-again 
Christians, a8 I was. A child of 
God is anyone who is- born-again. 
Anyone who is a child of God is 
my brother.

1. Saved and Unsaved Are Not 
Brothers, Spiritually 

But not all people in the world 
are brothers. Do you think a 
Christian is a brother to an un- 
saved man? Turn to II Corin- 
thians, and let us read the Word 
of God that lives and abides for 
ever. 


“Be ye not unequally yoked with 
unbelievers.” Why not? “For what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness?”’ Now here is a 
lost man, unrighteous in his na- 
ture. You are a saved man who 
has the righteousness of God put 
in your heart, a partaker of the 
divine nature. “For what fellow- 
ship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial?” (II Cor. 6:14, 15). 
Here is a saved person—he has 
Christ in him. Here is a lost 
person—he has the Devil in him. 
That is why no Christian ought 
ever, under any circumstance, 
marry a lost person. It is a sin. 
Do not do it. “Or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel?” 
The word “infidel” here is simply 
“unbeliever.” It does not mean 
an atheist, but simply one who has 
not trusted Christ. “And what 
agreement hath the temple of God 
with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God.” The 
other man—the Devil lives in him. 
And in you, if you are a Christian, 
God lives. If you are a Christian, 
God is in you. “Ye are the temple 
of the living God.” God has said, 
“T will dwell in them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their God, 
and they shall. be my people. 
Wherefore come out from among 
them ...”’ (II Cor. 6:16, 17). 


You have no business to take 
unconverted people into the church. 
You have no business in a lodge 
and yoking up with bloody oaths 
by tying yourself to people who are 
unconverted. If you are converted 
you have no business marrying 
somebody whois unconverted. I am 
not talking about what church. I 
am talking about saved and lost. 
It i& light with darkness yoked, 
which is unequal. It is the Devil 
and Christ yoked, and that is un- 
equal. That is wrong, the Scripture 
Says. 


But it says, “Come ye out and be 
ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and 
I will receive you, And will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty” (II Cor. 6:17, 18). 


Let us see again. Are all people, 
are lost people and saved people 
brothers? Are the modernists and 
the fundamentalists brothers? 
You people in the denomination 
are you to support the missionary 
program and the colleges and the 
denominational bosses who do not 
believe the Bible? Are you to put 
your money in that way? Is your 
influence to be on that side? Read 
Second John, verse 9, 10, and 11. 

"Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 

Christ, hath not God.” IIT John 

9, 

Someone says, “I don’t believe in 
the virgin birth.” 

Somebody says, “I don’t believe 
in the inspiration of the Bible.” 

Somebody said, “I don’t believe 
in the bodily resurrection of Je- 
sus.” 

Do you know what is wrong 
with him? “Whosoever §trans- 
gresseth, and abideth not in the 
doctrine of Christ [now not in- 
cidental doctrines but the doc- 
trines concerning Christ} hath not 
God.” He is not saved. If a man 
ig wrong on the deity of Jesus 
Christ, the virgin birth, the blood 
atonement, then he is not a Chris- 
tian. He does not have God. So what 
would you do about it? “He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there came any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds’ (II 
John 9-11). Why are you not to 
receive him into your house? ‘Be- 
cause he hath not God,” he is not 
your brother. He is a child of the 
Devil. He is going the other way. 
He is on the other side. He is a 
different kind of person. He is 
darkness. You are light. He is the 
temple of idols. You are the temple 
of God.’ He is the temple of Belial. 
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Pn are the temple of Christ. 


do hét have him in your house. 
Do not say, “God bless you.” Do 
not say, “Here is an offering.” 
Do not say, “Come and eat dinner 
with me.” You just pray for him 
like any other old sinner. 

Are all the people in the world 
brothefs? No. A lawyer called me 
on the telephone when I was pas- 
tor of Dallas and said, “Dr. Rice, 
I just can’t believe that God would 
send oné of His children to Hell. 
Why, I wouldn’t send one of my 
children to Hell, no matter what 
he did.” 

I said, “God doesn’t send His 
children to Hell either. It’s just 
the Devil’s children that God sends’ 


to Hell. Why should God look after © 


the Devil’s children.” 


You look to your own Daddy. 
The Devil’s childrén go to their 
own Hell. They made the way for 
it. “The wages of sin is death.” 
That is where they belong. They 
have no claim on God. They are 
not children of God. They would 
not let God make them sons. They 
would not let God change their: 
hearts. They would not let God 
change their natures. They aré 
children of wrath—and that is 
their choice. 


Only those who have been born 
again are brothers. Should we love 
people? Yes, love sinners every- 
where; weep over them, pray for 


them, preach to them. But do not 


eall them your brothers, do not 
count them spiritually your broth- 
ers, do not yoke up with them, do 
not support them in their false 
doctrines. 


2. Christians Are Brothers of 
the Lord Jesus 

Now let us see then another 
verse. Did you know we are broth- 
ers of the Lord Jesus? What a 
wonderful truth this is! Brothers 
of the Lord Jesus! The Scripture 
says very plainly in Hebrews 2, 
verses 10, 11, and 12. 

“For it became him, for whom 
are all things, 
are all things,” 

that is, God provided everything 
for Him, and He turned all crea- 
tion over to Jesus Christ. 

“For whom are all things, and 
by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, 
to make the captain of their

known anyone to suffer like Job 
did. 


1, Job’s Suffering 


He put ten of his children in 
one grave. Brother, listen: you 
can hear this and have it fall on 
your ears and you can say, “Well, 
so what?” 7 

But listen, when you put one 
of your children in the grave, you 
need God. Job had one big long 
grave and he put all ten of his 
children in it. Everything from the 
womb of his wife, in one stroke, 
lay in the grave. Job, who loved 
his children like you love yours 
and I love mine, buried them all 
at once. 


Job was well-to-do: God had 
Blessed him. But Job lost every- 
thing he had at one time. Listen, 
this could happen to you. There 
fs not a bank in America that 
could secure you against this. You 
cannot be absolutely sure, and 
neither can I, that that will never 
happen to you. It happened to Job. 
He owned thousands of head of 
cattle, sheep, oxen, camels and 
donkeys; and every one of them 
were destroyed at once. He lost 
everything he had. One day he had 
plenty, and the next day he had 
absolutely nothing. He was penni- 
less and poverty-stricken. 


Most of us are human enough 
to have a little bit of materialism 
in us and we love “things.” The 
best Christian in the world, I sup- 
pose, puts a little more emphasis 
on the material and the tangible 
and the temporal than anyone 
ought to put. 

This man lost everything he had. 
That is a blow. It is hard to take. 
He lost something else, and out- 
side of your soul’s salvation, this 
is the greatest thing in the world. 
He lost his health. The older I 
get—and I am forty-five years 
old—the more I thank God for my 
health. Now, I do not know how 
healthy or unhealthy I am. No 
one knows. I may carry enough 
cancer in my body today to kill 
ten people. You may, too. You do 
not know. "I: know of a man who 
went to a diagnostician in the city 
of Pontiac; the doctor raised him 
off the examining table and said, 
“You are healthy.” 

But he died in less than twenty- 
four hours. The Bible says, “And 
as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judg- 
ment” (Heb. 9:27). 

Your health is as brittle as the 
thread of a spider’s web. God gave 
it to you, and God can take it 
away. If you have good health 
today, you had better dedicate it 
to God. 

Job saw that his health was gone; 
and he was clothed with boils from 
the crown of his head to the soul 
of his foot. 

Job suffered something else. 
Losing his health was a hard blow, 
but this next one was hard, too. 
Some of us have tasted a little bit 
of it. When you go all the way 
with God and you don’t join all 
the clubs and sign up with the 
convention, and accept man’s pro- 
gram and you are willing to go, 
as the book of Hebrews says, “... 
without the gate,” and outside 
the camp, you are going to lose a 
Jot of friends. Job, in a way, lost 
his friends. 

He sat seven days and no one 
looked at him. After seven days of 
suffering, anguish of heart, and 
tears that no man has ever known, 
three men came and sat down and 
began to talk to him. They were 
what we call “Job’s comforters,” 
because they looked at him and 
said, “Job, you are bound to be a 
hypocrite. You must be. There is 
mo other answer to this. No one 
would have happen to them what 
you have had happen to you, un- 
less he were a grievous hypo- 
crite.” 

Job said, “No.” 

His wife thought that it would 
be better if he would die. She 
thought it would be better if he 
gave up his faith and let things 
go. So she said, “Job, curse God 
and. die.” 

His wife, his friends and his 
Joved ones gone, he sat in the 
midst of his affliction and from 
his travailing heart cried, “Though 
he slay me, yet will I trust in him” 

(Job 13:15). 


. 2. God Brought Job Out 


No wonder God brought him 
put. You know, we say, “The Lord 
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giveth and He taketh away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord,” 
but we don’t know much about it. 
That is what the Lord did to Job. 
Job started out with ten children 
and all ten died, but he ended up 
with twenty. God gave him ten 
more. So, when anyone said to 
Job, “How many children do you 
have?” 

Job would say, ““Twenty—ten in 
Heaven and ten on earth.” 


The Lord doubled everything he 
had. You read the last chapter. He 
gave him twice as many sheep, 
twice as many camels, twice as 
many oxen, twice as many cattle, 
and he doubled everything he had. 
God just multiplied everything he 
had by two and gave it back to 
him. And God gave him back his 
health. Blessed be the name of the 
Lord! 


3. Sometimes God Lets Chris- 
tians Suffer for His Glory 
and Their Good 


When God leads you into trial, 
you never know what it is going 
to be like on the other side. I 
want you to listen to this, and I 
want you to hear it, because it is 
the truth. God never used anyone 
without letting them suffer. I 
don’t care who they are. I’m going 
to warn you: the most dangerous 
prayer a Christian can pray is to 
get on his knees and say, “Lord, 
I'd like to be used in a big way.” 


Don’t ever pray that prayer un- 
less you know what you are doing. 
God never used anyone that He 
did not let suffer. The muscles of 
human souls are made strong on 
the anvils of divine suffering. 


I’ve never known one yet whom 
God did not let suffer. I’ve never 
known a man or a woman whom 
God has ever used that He did not 
let suffer. 


The book of Job is the answer 
to a Christian’s suffering. Notice 
my text, “This is the portion of 
a wicked man from God....” 


This is the reason Job suffered, 
not because he was a hypocrite. 
He suffered because of a contest 
going on between God and the 
Devil. The Devil said, “The only 
reason that he is a good Christian 
is because everything is going good 
and he has got so much, If You 
take it away from him, he will 
deny You.” 


The Devil said that to God. 
God said, “‘No he won't. He’ll stand 
true.” 

The Devil said, “You put him to 
the test.” 

God said, “You can touch every- 
thing but himself.” 

Your “self” is your soul, not 
your body. Your body is worth less 
than two dollars at the apothecary. 
If you take all the calcium, all 
the minerals in your body, it will 
sell for less than two dollars. That 
is all you are worth. When you 
get your head high and get to 
feeling good about yourself, re- 
member that you are worth two 
dollars. 

Job suffered because the Devil 
said, ‘He is good because the sun 
shines all the time on him and 
his family.’ 

God said, “No, he will stand 
true, no matter how hot you turn 
the fire. My Job will stand true.” 

Job didn’t suffer because he had 
done anything wrong; Job didn’t 
suffer because he had been a hypo- 
crite; Job didn’t suffer because 
God was whipping him. Job suffer- 
ed because of the acusations of 
the enemy of his soul. 

You never know, when you see 
a Christian in the hot fires of 
trial, how much the Devil is accus- 
ing him. And God has to make a 
liar out of the Devil. 

We do not know anything about 
Christian’s suffering. We do not 
know what causes it. We have the 
most silly ideas about why Chris- 
tians suffer, and have their hearts 
broken, and why their loved ones 
die, and why they lose their health 
sometimes. If any good Christian 
would have some tragedy happen 
to him, there would be hundreds 
of you who would say, “Well, God 
is beating the daylights out of 
him about something.” 

God will do that, and He does 
some times, but that is not even 
the basic teaching in the Bible 
about Christians suffering. 


II. “The Portion of the 
Wicked” 


There are four things in this 
chapter that God says is the por- 
tion to wicked people, that is, un- 
saved people. , . 


1. His Triumph Is Short 

The Bible says, “ ... the tri- 
umphing of the wicked is short, 
and the joy of the hypocrite but 
for a moment.” 

Mark it down. Go ahead and 
have all the fun you want to; it is 
not going to be for long. 


2, His Torment Is Long 


We read in verse 7 of chapter 
20 of the book of Job, “Yet he 
shall perish for ever...” Jesus 
spoke of Hell as being eternal. 
Matthew 25:46, “And these shall 
go away into everlasting punish- 
ment.” 


It is said that some years ago 
the governor of Texas was visiting 
one of the state prisons. He was 
asking the prisoners how long they 
were sentenced. Some answered, 
that they were there for five years, 
some ten years, some twenty. Oth- 
ers said that they were there for 
life. 


Finally the governor asked one 
man how long he would be there, 
and the man answered, “From 
now on.” 

That is how long Hell is—“from 
now on.” It has no exits, no end; 
it shall be eternal as Jesus said 
it would. 


3. His Treasure Is Temporary 
We read in verse 15, “He hath 

swallowed down riches, and he 

shall yomit them up again.” 


I rode in an airplane, with a 
deacon of a church in Texas one 
morning last week, over the largest 
land owner in the United States. 
That land is sixty miles square. 
That is way over a million acres. 
It took thirty minutes each way 
to ride across it. If he would shut 
down every oil well and not turn 
a shovel for twelve months, he 
could not even take inventory. He 
doesn’t know how much he has. 
He is the biggest land owner in 
the United States. 


God said it is temporary. He is 
going to die and leave it like 
everybody else. 

They told me down in Texas, 
which is the second largest state 
in the union as of Alaska’s en- 
trance, about a rich man. Money 
can do the strangest things to peo- 
ple. Money can make a foo] out of 
a person more than anything in 
the world. This rich man would 
go down to where some of his oil 
wells were (I don’t understand 
about oil wells, I just never had 
many oil wells in my life! They 
say that there are pits, like slime 
pits, and there are offscourings of 
the oil wells). They say that he 
would go down to these big pits 
with his pockets filled with silver 
dollars, and throw them down in 
the filth and slime. He would 
watch those colored people dive 
in head-first and come up with 
those silver dollars. He would 
stand there with arms folded and 
laugh like he was tickled to death. 
They said he would go down the 
streets of Corpus Christi, Texas, a 
city of well over one hundred 
thousand people, with his pockets 
full of silver dollars, and throw 
them out on the street. He watched 
the women get down on their 
knees and tear their silk stock- 
ings; he would watch the children 
and the men, and laugh. He didn’t 
know any more about God than 


ado the heathen in Africa. But one 


day he curled up his toes and 
died as dead as a door nail. 


Down at a filling station they | 


were trying to figure up how much 
he had left. A colored boy was 
down under a car working on one 
of these little carts with the 
wheels on it. He heard them talk- 
ing and asking, “I wonder how 
much he left?” 


This colored boy rolled out from 
under the car and with his big 
white eyes shining, said, “White 
folks, I’ll tell you how much he 
left—he left it all.” 

He had more sense than all of 
them. You are not going to take 
one thing with you, brother. When 
you leave this old world, you are 
going out as naked as you came 
into it, 


4. His Time Is Limited 


I stayed in a home this week 
of a Baptist deacon and his wife. 
I stayed there with seven other 
preachers in one home. I never 
saw a home like it. It was a 
home about the size of mine, about 
five rooms. They had eight preach- 
ers in it. They put cots all over 
the place. They said, “Brother 
Tom, don’t think we are worried 
or bothered; don’t think this is 


any trouble. Our home only serves | 
one purpose and that is to serve 
the Lord” It was a nice home with’ 
air-conditioning. This deacon said, 
“That big sleeping porch out there 
is called ‘Fellowship Hall.’ Our 
church uses it all the time. We 
never know who is going to be 
sleeping out there.” 


This deacon’s wife was such a 
great soul winner. She just spends 
all her time at it. She had several 
notebooks with the names and 
addresses of unsaved people. She 
goes out all by herself, up and 
down the streets. She takes census 
a few days, then she will call a 
few days. In one day she took to 
her pastor’s office five women. 
She took one woman, whom she 
had won to the Lord, over to the 
pastor’s office and he talked to 
the woman and counseled with her. 
After he finished with her, this 
deacon’s wife called and had an- 
other one ready for him to -talk 
to. And it went on that way until 
She had brought five women in 
one day. 


This woman is cultured and re- 
fined, but oh, how Spirit-filled! 
As she took another preacher 
and me to the services, we saw 
the ambulances and one or two 
cars from the fire department and 
a crowd gathered around a house. 
The deacon’s wife stopped the 
car and asked a lady standing in 
the crowd what had happened. 
This lady said, “A man just died 
in that garage there and they 
are trying to get him out.” 

This fine deacon’s wife said to us, 
“You know, I had such. an _ un- 
pleasant experience recently. I 
was going from door to door talk- 
ing to people about the Lord, and 
God was blessing me. I had been 
out most of the day. I could have 
gone another hour but I thought 
I would quit for the day, so I went 
home. I went back the next day 
and started where I left off. I 
knocked on a door and two little 
boys, one eight and one eleven, 
came to the door. 

“I said, “Boys, 
mommy?’ 

“The eleven-year-old boy said, 
‘Mommy is in the hospital. She 
took poison last night and tried 
to kill herself.’ = 

“He said, ‘Lady, would you go 
and try to talk to my mommy? 
She’s not saved and she is going 
to die maybe. Lady, I wish you 
had been here yesterday.’

point, we shall now come to the 
second—The Great Promise,—‘As 
thy days, so shall thy strength 


1. God’s Resources Guarantee 
Fulfillment 


In the first place, this is a well/ 
guaranteed promise. A promise is 
nothing unless I have good secur- 
ity that it shall be fulfilled. It is 
in vain for men to promise largely 
unless their fulfillment shall be as 
large as their promise, for the 
largeness of their promise is just 
the largeness of deception. But 
here every word of God is true. 
God has issued no more notes for 
the bank of Heaven than He can 
cash in an hour if He wills. There 
is enough bullion in the vaults of 
Omnipotence to pay off every bill 
that ever shall be drawn by the 
faith of man on the promises of 


God. Now look at this one—‘As 
thy days, so shall thy strength 
be.”’ 


Beloved, God has a strong re- 
serve with which to pay off this 
promise; for is He not Himself om- 
nipotent, able to do all things? 
Believer, till thou canst drain dry 
the ocean of Omnipotence, till 
thou canst break into pieces the 
towering mountains of almighty 
strength, thou never needest to 
fear. Until thine enemy can stop 
the course of a whirlwind with a 
reed, till he can twist the hurri- 
cane from its path by a word of 
his puny lip, thou needest not 
think that the strength of man 
shall ever be able to overcome the 
strength which is in thee, namely, 
the strength of God. Whilst the 
earth’s huge pillars stand, thou 
hast enough to make thy faith 
firm. The same God who guides 
the stars in their courses, who 
directs the earth in its orbit, who 
feeds the burning furnace of the 
sun, and keeps the stars perpet- 
ually burning with their fires—the 
same God has promised to*supply 
thy strength. While He is able to 
do all these things, think not that 
He shall be unable to fulfill His 
own promise. Remember what He 
did in the days of old, in the for- 
mer generations. Remember how 
He spake, and it was done; how 
He commanded, and it stood fast. 
Do you not see.Him in the black 
eternity? When there was nothing 
but grim darkness, there He stood 
—the mighty Artificer. Upon the 
anvil there He cast a hot mass of 
flame, and hammering it with His 
own ponderous arm each spark 
that flew from it made a world. 
There those sparks are glittering 
now, the offspring of the anvil of 
the eternal purposes and the ham- 
mer of His own majestic might. 
And shall He, that created the 
world, grow weary? Shall He fail? 
Shall He break His promises for 
want of strength? He hangeth the 
world upon nothing; He fixed the 
pillars of Heaven in silver sockets 
of light, and thereon He hung the 
golden lamps, the sun and the 
moon; and shall He who did all 
this be unable to support His 
children? Shall He be unfaithful 
to His word for want of power in 
His arm or strength in His will? 

Remember again, thy God, who 
has promised to be thy strength. 
is the God who upholdeth all 
things by the word of His hand 
Who feedeth the ravens? Who 
supplies the lions? Doth not He 
do it? And how? He openeth His 
hand and supplieth the want of 
every living thing. He has to do 
nothing more than simply to open 
His hand. Who is it that restrains 
the tempest? Doth not He Say 
that He rides upon the wings of 
the wind, that He maketh the 
clouds His chariots, and holds the 
water in the hollow of His hand? 
Shall He fail thee? When He has 
put such a promise as this on re- 
cord, shalt thou for a moment in- 
dulge the thought that He has 
out-promised Himself, and gone 
beyond His power to fulfill? Ah! 
no, 


Who was it that cut Rahab in 
pieces, and wounded the dragon? 
Who divided the Red Sea, and 
made the waters thereof stand up- 
right as a heap? Who led the 
neople through the wilderness? 
Who was it that did cast Pharaoh 
into the denths of the sea. his 
chosen captains, also, in the depth 
of the Red Sea? Who rained fire 
and brimstone out of Heaven upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah? Who chas- 
ed out the Canaanite with the 


hornet, and made a way of escape 
for His people Israel? Who was 
it that brought them again from 
their captivity, and did settle them 
again in their own land? Who is 
He who hath put down kings, yea 
and slew mighty kings, that He 
might make room for His people 
wherein they might dwell in a 
quiet habitation? Hath not the 
Lord done it: and is His arm 
shortened that He cannot save: 
or is His ear heavy that He can- 
not hear? 


O thou who art my God and my 
strength, I can believe that this 
promise shall be fulfilled, for the 
boundless~reservoir of thy grace 
can never be exhausted, and the 
illimitable storehouse of thy 
strength can never be emptied or 
rifled by the enemy. It is, then; a 
well guaranteed promise. 


2. God’s Proper Limitation 
on This Promise 
But now I want you to notice 
it is a limited promise. “What!” 
says one, “limited! Why it says, 


‘As thy days, so shall thy strength

be.’” Ay, it is limited. I know it 
is unlimited in our troubles, but 
still it is limited. 

First, it says our strength is to 
be as our days are; it does not say 
our strength is to be as our de- 
sires are. Oh! how often have we 
thought, “How I wish I were as 
strong as so-and-so’’—one who had 
a great deal of faith. Ah! but then 
you would have rather more faith 
than you wanted; and what would 
be the good of that? It would be 
like the manna the children of 
Israe] had—if they did not eat it 
in the day it bred worms and 
stank. 

“Still,” says one, “if I had faith 

like so-and-so, I think I should do 
wonders.” Yes, but you would get 
the glory of them. That is why 
God does not let you have the 
faith, because He does not want 
you to do wonders. That is reserv- 
ed for God, not for you—‘‘He only 
doeth wondrous things.” 
' Once more, it does not say, our 
strength shall be as our fears. 
God often leaves us to shift alone 
with our fears—never with our 
troubles. Many of God’s people 
have a manufactory at the back 
of their houses in which they 
manufacture troubles; and home- 
made troubles, like other home- 
made things, last a very long 
while, and generally fit very com- 
fortably. Troubles of God’s send- 
ing are always suitable—tthe right 
sort for our backs; but those that 
we make are of the wrong sort, 
and they always last us longe! 
than God’s. 

I have known an old lady sit and 
fret because she believed she 
should die in a work-house, and 
she wanted God to give her grace 
accordingly; but what would have 
seen the good of that, because 
the Lord meant that she should 
lie in her own quiet bedroom? I 
have heard ef and known men 
vho, being’ sick, believed § thev 
were dying,°and wanted grace to 
lie complacently; but God would 
yot give it because He intended 
them to live, and why should He 
rive them dying grace till they 
xrame to die? And we have known 
thers who said they wanted grace 
to endure many troubles which 
‘hey expected to come upon them. 
They were going to fail in a fort- 
1ight or so, but they did not fail 
ind it was no wonder they had 
Not grace given to carry them 
‘hrough it, because they did not 
require it. 

The promise is, “As thy days, 
30 Shall thy.strength be.” ‘When 
‘our vessel gets empty, then will 
tl fill it; I will not give you 
»xtra, over and above. When \ 
ire weak then I will make 
‘trong; but I will not give 
any extra strength to lay 
‘trength enough to bear your 
ferings, and to do your duty; but 
10 strength to play at matches 
vith your brethren and sisters in 
order to get the glory to your- 
selves.”” Oh! if we had strength 
according to our wishes we should 
300n all of us be like Jeshurun— 
wax fat, and begin to kick against 
the Most High. Then again, there 
‘s another limit. 

It says, “As thy days, so shall 
thy strength be.” It does not sav 
“as thy weeks,” or “months,” but 
“as thy days.’”’ You are not going 
to have Monday’s grace given you 
on a Sunday, nor Tuesday’s grace 


ym a Monday. You shall have Mon- 
jay’s grace given you on Monday 
morning as soon as you rise and 
want it; you shall not have it 
given you on Saturday night; you 
shall have it “day by day’’—no 
more than you need, no less than 
you need. I do not believe God's 
people are to be trusted with a 
week's grace all at once. They are 
like many of our workmen: they 
get their wages on Saturday night, 
and then they go and have Saint 
Monday and Saint Tuesday, and 
never do a stroke of work till 
Wednesday, when they go to the 
pawn-brokers with their tools to 
help them over till the next Sat- 
urday night. Now, I think God's 
children would do the same. If 
they had grace given them on Sat- 
urday to last them all through 
the week, I question whether the 
Devil would not get a good deal 
of it—-whether they would not be 
pawning some of. their old evi- 
dences before the week was out, 
in order to live upon them: spend- 
ing all their grace on Monday and 
Tuesday, spending very much of 
their strength in indulging in pride 
and boasting, instead of walking 
humbly with their God. No; “as 
thy days, so shall thy strength be.” 


3. How Extensive This Blessed 
Promise Is! 

Now, having said that the prom- 
ise is limited, perhaps I am bound 
to add—-what an extensive promise 
this is! “As thy days, so shall thy 
strength be.” Some days are very 
little things; in our pocket book 
we have very little to put down, 
for there was nothing done of any 
importance. But some days are 
very big days. Ah! I have known 
a big day—a day of great duties, 
when great things had to be done 
for God—too great, it seemed, 
for one man to do; and when great 
duty was but half done there came 
great trouble, such as my poor 
heart had never felt before. 

Oh! what a great day it was! 
there was a night of lamentation 
in this place, and the cry of weep- 
ing, and of mourning, and of death. 
Ah! but blessed be God's name, 
though the day was big with 
tempest, and though it swelled 
with horror, yet as that day was, 
so was God’s strength. 

Look at poor Job. What a great 
day he had once! “Master,” says 
one, “the oxen were plowing, and 
the asses feeding beside them, and 
the Sabeans fell upon them and 
took them away.” In comes an- 
other, and he says, “The fire of 
God hath fallen on the sheep.” 
“Oh,” says another, “The Chal- 
deans have fallen upon the camels 
and taken them away, and I, only 
I, am left to tell thee.” Still, you 


see, grace kept growing with the 
day. Still strength grew as the 
trouble grew. At last comes the | 


back stroke: “A great wind came 
from the wilderness, and smote 
the house where thy sons and 
daughters were feasting, and they 
dead, and I, only I, am left 
to tell thee.” Grace still kept 
crowing, and at last the grace did 
overflow the trouble, and the poor 
old patriarch cried, “The Lora 
gave, and the Lord hath 
awav: blessed be the name of the 
Lord.” Ah! Job, that was a big 
lay indeed, and it was big grace 
that went with that big day. 

Satan sometimes blows up our 
with his black breath till 
grow to such a cursed height 
we know not how great the 
days must be. Our head whirls at 
the thought of passing through 
such a sea of trouble in so short 
a space of time. But oh! how 
sweet it is to think that the bed 
of grace is never shorter than a 
man can stretch himself upon it; 
nor the covering of Almighty 
love ever shorter than that it may 
cover us. We never need be afraid. 
If our troubles should become as 
high as mountains, God’s grace 
would become like Noah’s flood: 
it would go twenty cubits higher 
till the mountains were covered. If 
God should send to you and to me 
a day such as there was none like 
it, neither should be any more, He 
would send us strength such as 
there was none like it, neither 
should there be any more. 

Do you see Martin Luther riding 
into Worms? There is a solitary 
monk going before a great coun- 
cil: he knows they will burn him: 
did not they burn John Huss, ano 
Jerome of Prague? Both those 
men had a safe conduct, and it 
was violated, and they were put 
to death by Papists, who said that 
no faith was to be kept with here- 
tics. Luther placed very little re- 
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liance on his safe conduct; and 
you would have expected as he 
rode into Worms, that he would 
have a dejected countenance. Not 
so. No sooner does he catch sight 
of Worms, than some one advises 
him not to go into the city. Said 
he, “If there were as many devils 
in Worms as there are tiles on 
the roofs of the houses, I would 
enter.”’ And he does ride in. 


He goes to the inn, and eats 
his bread, as complacently as if 
he were at his own fireside; and 
then he goes quietly to bed. When 
summoned before the council and 
asked to retract his opinion, he 
does not want time to consider, or 
debate about it; but he _ says, 
“These things that I have writ- 
ten, are the truth of God, and by 
them will I stand till I die; so 
help me God!” The whole as- 
sembly trembles, but there is not 
a flush upon the cheek of the 
brave monk, nor do his knees 
knock together. He is in the midst 
of armed men, and those who seek 
his blood. There sit fierce card- 
inals; and bloodthirsty bishops, 
and the Pope’s legate; like spiders, 
longing to suck his blood. He cares 
for none of them; he walks away, 
and is confident that “God is his 
refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble.” 

“Ah! but,” you say, “I could not 
do that.’ Yes you could, if God 
called you to it. Any child of God 
can do what any other child of 
God has done, if God gives him 
the strength. You could not do 
what you are doing even now, 
without God's strength; and you 
could do ten thousand times more, 
if He should be pleased to fill you 
with His might. What an exten- 
sive promise this is! 


4. A Promise Adapted to All 
Daily Variations 
Once

the promise varies, but, adapts 


itself to all our changes. “As thy 
days, shall thy strength be.”

all the world laughing; every- 
thing looks glad; the birds are 
singing, the trees seem to all 
alive with music.

I believe, if I were lying upon 
a dying couch, if God called me to 
preach in America, and I had hit 
faith to be carried down to the 


boat, I should have strength given 
me, though I seemed to be dying, 
to minister as the Lord had ap- 
pointed me. And so would each 
of you, wherever you might be, 
find that as your day was, so 
your strength should be. 


5. How Long Is the 
Promise of God! 


And in conclusion, what a long 
promise this is! You may live till 
you are never so old, but this 
promise will outlive you. When 
thou comest into the depths of the 
River Jordan, “as thy days, so 
shall thy strength be”; thou shalt 
have confidence to face the last 
grim tyrant, and grace to smile 
even in the jaws of the grave. And 
when thou shalt rise again in the 
terrible morning of the _ resur- 
rection, ‘“‘as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be’; though the earth be 
reeling with dismay, thou shalt 
know no fear; though the heavens 
are tottering with confusion, thou 
shalt know no trouble. “As thy 
days, so shall thy strength be.” 

And when thou shalt see God 
face to face, though thy weakness 
were enough to make thee die, 
thou shalt have strength to bear 
the beatific vision; thou shalt see 
Him face to face, and thou shalt 
live; thou shalt lie in the bosom 
of thy God; immortalized and 
made full of strength, thou shalt 
be able to bear even the bright- 
ness of the Most High.

» proof of the power of Jesus to

ply. When the Pharisees made 
, their charge against Jesus 
, (which, by the way, they were 
unable to sustain in open court 
when they had Him on trial), 
the healed man was out of his 
element. But he quickly recov- 
ered the mastery of the situa- 
tion with these words, ‘Whether 
He be a sinner or no, I cannot 
say. One thing I know: that 
whereas I was blind, now I can 
, see!’ 
: “This is the unanswerable 
« argument. The redeemed of the 
+ . Lord should never cease to say 
« so, for the testimony of an ac- 
complished fact is the finest 
evidence we can present. The 
Pharisees were unable to reply 
to evidence in the living form 
of a man who had been bene- 
fitted by Jesus. Therefore they 
excommunicated him and cast 
him out of the temple, hoping 
to silence his lips. 

“In our day, of course, this 
would .not matter. Through Je- 
sus Christ we can call upon God 
wherever and whenever the need 
or the fancy strikes us. 

“It was not so, however, be- 
t fore Calvary. To the Jew, the 
‘ temple was the means of access 

to God. Therefore, when they 
cast out the blind man from 
that. temple, they cut him -off 
from the worship of Jehovah. 
The poor fellow went out, be- 
wildered and amazed at the 
harshness of the treatment ac- 
corded him by ecclesiastical 
leaders. He wondered what he 
would do with no means of ap- 
proach to God. Jesus, knowing 
what had happened to His wit- 
ness, sought him out.

stored inquired, ‘Who is He, 
Lord, that I. might believe on 
Him?’ 

“Jesus, Who knew all that 
was in the heart of man, un- 
doubtedly noticed the emphasis 
on the word ‘Lord’ in the man’s 
reply, and said to him, “Thou 
hast both seen Him and it is 
He that talketh with thee.’ 


“Whereupon the _ delighted 
fellow cast himself down before 
Christ and worshipped Him, say- 
ing, ‘Lord, I believe.’ This kind- 
ly act of Jesus in this episode 
demonstrated His full conscious- 
ness of His own nature. In ef- 
fect He is saying to the ex- 
communicated man, ‘If they will 
not let you worship God in the 
temple, worship Him in Me here 
on this city pavement.’ ’’3 


Il. Saved by Works, a 


Fundamental Heresy 


The Jehovah’s Witnesses, like 
the Mormons, modernists, and all 
other cults, believe a man can be 
saved by works. 

A church in the White Moun- 
tains of Arizona asked me to con- 
duct a revival campaign. Johnny 
J., the star halfback on the Snow 


Flake High School football team,’ 


attended a few of the meetings. 
His parents made a profession in 
the last service. A home Bible 
study was arranged to instruct 
these new converts and to try to 
reach Johnny. He had been study- 


ing Mormonism with some of the 
elders. 


At the conclusion of this study, 
opportunity was given for ques- 
tions to be asked. John said, “I 
want to go get something.” 


He came back with the book of 
Mormon, opened. to a certain pas- 
sage, and asked for an explanation. 
Smith, the author of the book, 
had taken a phrase from approxi- 
mately eight different Scripture 
verses, thrown them together, and 
made one sentence. He had not 
given credit to the Bible for any 
of the language. When this was 
brought to Johnny’s attention, he 
was interested to know more. 

At my suggestion, we studied 
Ephesians 2:8, 9: “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: Not of works, lest 
any man should boast.” It was 
pointed out that since salvation 
is a gift, it is available and free 
to all. If salvation were by works, 
some would be utterly lost with- 
out a chance to be saved. If sal- 
vation could be bought, the poor 
would never be justified. Many 
people are not capable of making 
money. If salvation were for the 
healthy, the sick would be doomed. 
If salvation were for the strong, 
the weak would end in Hell. If 
salvation were by education, the 
ignorant would be plunged into 
the lake of fire. As we studied 
these verses, Johnny interrupted 
with, “The Mormons teach that 
a man is saved by works.” At this 
point, I asked the young athlete 
to answer three questions: 

Question number one: “IF SAL- 
VATION IS BY WORKS, WHEN

DID YOU START?” You remem- 
ber when you moved to Arizona. 
You remember when you started 
to High School. You remember 
when you built this home. You 
should have a definite day and 
hour when you began to work for 
your salvation. 


Question number two: “HOW 
ARE YOU GETTING ALONG?” 
How much progress have you 
made? Do you show improvement 
from day to day, week to week, 
and month to month? Are your 
good deeds beginning to outweigh 
your bad deeds? When a doctor 
treats a patient, he keeps a chart. 
If the sick man is improved, a 
note is made. 


Question number § three: 
“WHEN WILL YOU HAVE 
ENOUGH GOOD WORKS TO 
SAVE YOU FROM SIN?” The Bi- 
ble and the book of Mormon were 
open side by side. Pointing to the 
book of Mormon, then to the Bi- 


ble, I asked, “‘Does either volume 
answer the question?” Cheerfully, 
Johnny said, “No,” 


We had prayer and committed 
his case to the Lord, He needed 
time to think. The following week 
he told friends of mine that he 
knew that he was saved.
